Columbia and Shamrock II are sail- 


ing the first race of 1901 for Amer- 
ica's cup. 


The course is 15 miles to -windward 


and back and the wind is light. 


After a fine early morning breeze 


the wind sank, until the,, boats started 
at 11.10 in a 10 knot blow. 
^ 


The two yachts started well together 


only 12 seconds apart, as the boats 
crossed the line the Columbia under 
Captain Barfs 
generalship 
took a 


slight lead, but Shamrock soon began 
to close up, and the first 10 miles was 
the Fcene of much pretty playing for 
position, with the situation constant- 
ly shifting. 


First one boat and then 
another 


seemed to have the advantage. 


Mranwhile the wind grew lighter and 


lighter, so that there was doubt as 
to whether the boats would finish in 
the time limit. 


The Columbia began to gain steadily 


as they neared the turn, and Columbia-, 
after blangeting Shamrock for a time, 
rounded-the mark 4% minutes ahead 
and half a mile in the lead 


Columbia's time for the first half 


was 3 hours, 57 minutes, 11 seconds. 


Shamrock 'stime for the same dis- 


tance was 4 hours, 1 minute, 29 sec- 
onds.

Story of tbe Race 


The preliminary signal was flred at 


10.55 ,the warning signal at 11.05, and 
the starting signal at 11.10. 


The •official time of starting was: 


Columbia. 11.10.49; Shamrock, 11.11.01. 


Captain Barr semed to have ihe best 


of the start, but the Shamrock forg- 
ed ahead, footing much faster than 
the defender. 


In windward work the Shamrock's 


performance was certainly 
remark- 


able. The 
question was, could the 


Shamrock force the Columbia about? 


This was soon answered when at 


11.39 the Columbia went about 'on her 
starboard slightly under the lee of the 
Shamrock. 


After the two boats went about on 


the starboard tack it was aoted that 
the 
Columbia was pointing 
higher 


than 
the Shamrock and at 11.34 the 


American boat seemed to appear more 
like her own self, for she then began 
to get along faster and at 11.35 it was 
evident that she was to take the lead. 


The Columbia met 4he Shamrock, 


holding off shore on the 
starboard 


tack, the latter having the right of 
way if she c'ould reach the Columbia. 
But it was not sufficient, 
and the 


American boat passed ahead and took 
the lead. 


The boats were then very close and 


with the exception of the better po- 
sition o fthe Columbia there was little 
to chose between them. 


At 11.42 the Columbia tacked on the 


weather bow to the Shamrock. 


As the yachts settled down steadily 


to work, Captain BariTmore than held 
his own and every movement of the 
Columbia got al there was in the wind 
to give her. 


While the boats were on the t>ort 


tack, just after crossing the line, the 
line, the Shamrock was given a hard 
pull and she romped away in fine style 
giving the impression that she xvas 
forging faster than the American boat, 
but in the meanwhile the Columbia 
had been holding a much higher course 
and doing such good windwork that 
when the racers came out on short 
tacks the Columbia was found slight- 
ly ahead and considerably to the wind- 
ward. 


At 12.08 the Columbia seemed to be 


gaining 
and continually beating to 


windward with a lead of a quarter of 
a mile. Five miles have been sailed 
at this time and the wind Ts failing. 


At 12'.25 the Shamrock had crept up 


and 
the boats seerrred nearly on even 


terms. 


At 12.45 the 
Columbia appeared al- 


most m doldrums, while the Shamrock 
was pushing along. 


A minute later the Columbia caught 


the breeze and began to output and 
outfoot the Shamrock. 


The wind did not hold and was very 


light except for occasional puffs. 


At 1,05 the wind increased and 
the 


Shamrock 
appeared to have a good 


position to windward, slightly in tTie 
!<>ad of the Columbia. • 


At 1.10 the Columbia was closing up 


th<r> gap. 


Tt looked as if they could not finish 


within the timo7 limit. 


They had 
made but ten miles at 


. , . 
At 1.25 both 
yachts swung around 


on the starboard tack, the Shamrock 
apparently leading slightly. 


The Columbia tacked to port at 1.S4, 


and seemd to have caught a 
good 


breeze and to be the leading boat at 
that time. 


At 1.42 the wind fell asain with 


the Columbia slightly leading. 
The 


boats 
were then four miles from the 


turning mark. 


At 1.47 the wer on even terms. 
At 2 o'clock the Columbia blanketed 


the Shamrock and ranged ahead near- 
ly 100 yards. Later the Columbia con- 
tinued to draw away, and was to the 
windward 
of and outfootinsr 
the 


Shamrock. 


The Columbia coninued to increase 


her lead until 2.55, when the Shamrock, 
aided by a freshening breeze, began 
to gain. 


Columbia turned the stake boat at 


3.08. 


Shamrock was then half 
a 
mile 


astern. 


Columbia sent up her baloon sail 


and is now running home. 


Shamrock turned the ftake at 3.12,30. 
Both boats are in a broad reach for 


home, the Columbia running ahead 
of the Shamrock. The boats have just 
set jib topsails instead of the balloon 
jib. 


HOW THE BOATS MADE READY 


Botb Xacbfs Were early on the 


Fine Weather Condition* E»rlr 


New York, Sept. 26—With a brilliant 


autumn sun and a piping breeze the 
first .day of the international yacht 
races opened with every promise of 
perfect conditions as to wind and 
weather. 
After blowing half a gale 


all night the northeast wind subsided 
a trifle at sunrise, but at 8 o'clock both 
Sandy Ho&k and the 
Highlands of 


Na.vesink reported it blowing 18 knots. 


The atmosphere is perfectly clear, 


the sea quite rough and a heavy surf 
is pounding on the beaches. 


On board 
both yachts everything 


was practically ready for the race be- 
fore breakfast. No changes had to be 
made in the principal sails of either 
boat. 


On board the Erin, Sir Thomas Lip- 


ton and guests turned out early. Sir 
Thomas said to the newspaper men be- 
fore the boats left the harbor. 


"That boat," motioning towards the 


Shamrock," is perfectly fit. "If she 
does not win it won't be because she 
has not been given every attention." 


At 9.05 the Columbia in tow of a tu>•, 


left for the starting line and a minute 
later the Shamrock started. 


At 9.30 the wind off Sandy Hook had 


fallen to 16 miles an hour. 


The Columbia sailed away from her 


tow at 10.35, going off on-the first tack, 
but almost immediately heading round 
for the lightship. The Shamrock fol- 
lowed five minutes later an dat 10.45 
both boats were standing off the light- 
ship under the three lower sails and 
club top-sail. 


Both yachts were ready for the race 


some time before the vanguard of the 
excursion fleet arrived at the light- 
ship, but at 11 o'clock the majority had 
put in an appearance and the others 
were not far behind. The fleet was 
not as large as on the first day of the 
races two years ago, although there 
were probably 200 yachts of various 
kinds about the starting point.

Buffalo, Sept. 26—Leon Czolgosz, the 


murderer of President McKinley was 
sentenced this afternoon to be electro- 
cuted during the week beginning Oc- 
tober 28.

time announced for the opening of 
court the place was filled and the doors 
locked. 


After 1.30 no one but officials con- 


nected with the court or newspaper- 
men were allowed to enter. 


About 25 of the 150 spectators were 


women. 


At 1.30 o'clock District Attorney Pen- 


ney and his assistant entered the court 
room. He was accompanied by sev- 
eral distinguished guests who sat with 
him at his desk. 


The prisoner was brough in soon 


after and sentence was pronounced.

Santiago they must come cither to Ha- 
vana or Cirnfuegos to deliver the mu- 
nitions of war which they are said to 
be bringing for use in Cuba. 
I am, 


therefore, of the opinion that our best 
chance of success in capturing their 
ships will be to hold the two points, 
Cien'uegos and Havana, with all the 
force we can muster. If later it should 
develop that these vessels are at San- 
tiago we could then assemble off that 
port the ships best suited for the pur- 
pose and completely blockade it. Until 
we then receive more positive informa- 
tion we shall continue to hold Havana 
and Ciemfuegos."

AH Go to Cambridge, Oxford Falling 


to Score a Point—Six Events Won 
by Americans Are'Divided by Har- 
vard and Vale ,\ 


New York, Sept. 20.—The athletes of 


Tale and Harvard met tbe athletic rep- 
resentatives of Oxford and Cambridge 
universities yesterday at Berkeley oval 
in track and field events, and the brawn 
and muscle of ibe American collegiaus 
proved to be too much for that of the 
visitors, tbe Americans winning six 
out of the nine events on the program. 


.f ointa were counted for wins only, so 


tuat the Harvard and i'ale men de- 
feated their English opponents by a 
score of 6 points to 8. Some of the most 
sanguine admirers of the American ath- 
letes anticipated this score, but many of 
tbe more conservative of the I'ale and 
Harvard adherents said that they would 
be satisfied if tbe Americans won five 
out of the nine events. 


A better condition of affairs, weather- 


wise, could not have been desired, for 
during the greater part of the afternoon 
the athletes were favored by warm sun- 
shine and a cooling breeze'which blew 
down the home stretch, but was not 
strong enough to affect the flight of the 
runners. 


Between the American universities 


honors were equally divided, tbe Har- 
vard men winning three events and the 
Yale men carrying off first honors in a 
similar number of events. 


The Oxford representatives failed to 


gain a point for tbe visiting team, the 
light blue of Cambridge being in front 
in all three contests which were won 
by tbe Englishmen. 


The greatest race and closest contest 


of the day was the 120-yard hurdle race. 
The issue was between Gamier of Ox- 
ford and Converse of Harvard from tbe 
crack of the pistol. Up iu the eighith 
hurdle they were abreast, several yards 
in front of Allcock of Cambridge and 
Clapp of Yale. Going over tbe last 
hurdle Converse gained a couple of 
inches and. as he threw bis bands up 
at the tape, he was barely six inches in 
front of Gamier, the time being 15 3-5 
seconds. 


Hargrave of Yale made a great effort 


toward the finish of the 100-yard dash, 
which he won in 102-5 seconds by about 
a yard. 


In the one half-mile run Francbot of 


Yale won the toss for pole position, but 
as Workman of Cambridge wished to 
try for a record, the Yale man conceded 
the position. Workman won very hand- 
ily, with Cleave of Oxford second, in 
1:55 3-5, just 2 1-5 seconds behind tbe 
record. 


Rust of Harvard won the quarter-mile 


run in 50 seconds, with Hoardman of 
Yale as his closest competitor, neither 
of their English competitors being able 
to get on even terms with them at any 
stage of tbe race. 


In the one mile run Cockshott of Cam- 


bridge won easily, while Gregson, his 
mate, finished five yards 
in front of 


Knowles of Harvard, who made a 
plucky effort. 


In the two-mile run Workman of 


Cambridge won by at least 40 yards. 


In the held events the Americans had 


all their own way. 
May of Oxford 


caused a good deal of surprise by his 
exhibition with the 16-pound hammer, 
which he threw 128 feet 3 inches, gain- 
ing second place to W. A. Boal of Har- 
vard, who won with a throw of 136 
feet 8 inches. 


Spraker of Yale carried off the honors 


in the running high jump, as well as 
those in the running broad jump. 
In 


the high jump Kernan of Harvard tied 
Spraker at (! feet 1-2 inch. 
The bar 


was then raised 1 inch and Spraker 
cleared it, Kernan failing to get over. 


Spraker won the running broad jump 


with a jump of 22 feet, 4 inches. RIs- 
tine of Harvard was second, with 21 
feet, 4 inches. 
Henderson cleared 19 


feet, 9 inches. Cornish of Oxford, who 
wrenched his knee shortly after he ar- 
rived in this country, made an attempt, 
but his leg twisted under bira. and he 
had to retire from the contest after this 
painful effort. 


While the contests were essentially 


American against Briton, and not col- 
lege against college, tbe relative per- 
formances of each are worth noting.

"First—That a committee of three 


shall meet either In Pittsburg, Washing- 
ton or New York city, for tbe purpose 
of hearing and determining the charges. 


"Second—That If the committee finds 


Messrs. Gompers and Mitchell guilty of 
the charges they shall resign/rorn the 
presidency of the American Federation 
of Labor and the vice presidency of'the 
Cigar Makers' International 
union; 


from the vice presidency of tbe United 
Mine Workers of America and from the 
second vice presidency of the American 
Federation of Labor, respectively. 


"Third—That the committee ; shall 


consist of three members of organized 
labor to be selected by President Shaffer 
from lists as follows:" 
(Here follows 


a long list of leaders of various labor or- 
ganizations.) 


"If President Shaffer prefers that the 


committee should consist of men in 
active labor movements whose or- 
ganizations are unaffiliated 
witb the 


American Federation of Labor, he may 
select tbe names of any of the following 
to compose the committee in whole or 
in part: P. H. MorrJssey, grand master 
of the Order of Railway Trainmen of 
America; E. E. Clark, grand conductor 
of the Order of Railway Conductors; 
Mr. Moffitt, president of the Bricklayers 
and Masons' International, union." 


The names of the officers of the Broth- 


hood of Locomotive Firemen and the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
are omitted by -Messrs. Gompers and 
Mitchell, inasmuch as Mr. Sargent of 
the former was associated with them in 
their efforts in the steel strike, they ex- 
plain, and because of Mr. Arthur's policy 
of isolation toward the general labor 
movement.

Will Ask For » General Adv.tnce of 


Five Percent—Manufacturers Mot 
Disposed to Accede, and Accept 
tbe Prospect of a Strike 


Fall Itiver, Mass., Sept. 26.—Prom- 


inent members of the Manufacturers' 
association say that they will await the 
receipt of the formal request of the 
Textile Council before taking any action 
on the announced increase of 5 percent 
in the wages of the Bourne and Iron 
Works corporations'ekuplojes. 


No one can tell at this time what the 


final action of other local manufacturers 
will be. They do not disguise their an- 
ger at Mr. Borden's move in advancing 
wages above the high water mark, % ien 
cotton is higher and cloth is lower than 
they hav» beea within a twelvemonth. 
That is to say, cotton is now ai S 1-1 
cents, and print cloths are nominally 
at 3 cents, while they were at 31-8 cents 
about nine months ago, and cotton was 
then 1 cent a pound lower. 
The volun- 


tary advance of the Iron Works mills 
was as much of a surprise to the labor 
leaders as it was to the manufacturers. 
Because of the recent fiasco in the Manu- 
facturers' association, whereby a vote 
to reduce wages was not carried out, 
there has been a lack of unity among 
local manufacturers totally unlike any 
previous condition known here. 
But 


the action of the Iron Works mills seems 
likely to cause a burial of hatchets and 
a revival of the community of interests 
idea for defense against the one whom 
most manufacturers today regard as a 
common enemy. 


At a special meeting of the Textile 


Council last night it was unanimously 
voted to instruct Secretary Whitehead 
to address a communication to manu- 
facturers, asking that notices he posted 
in all tbe mills giving an advance of 
wages similar to that posted in the Iron 
Works and Bourne mills. 
The Tex- 


tile Council is composed of three mem- 
bers from each of the textile unions of 
the city. 
Secretary Whitehead says 


that this communication will be sent at 
the earliest possible time, but will not 
say what the officers will do if the ad' 
vance is not granted. 


The general sentiment among 
mill 


men is that there will be no advance in 
wages. 
The manufacturers refuse to 


talk about what they will do, now that 
the advance is to be asked fqr. 
They 


accept the prospect of a strike and say 
that an enforced shutdown will work 
to their advantage. ^They claim that 
a strike now would relieve many of the 
mills from contracts which were made 
at a figure a great deal closer to 2 cents 
than to the present quotation. 
They 


also say that the stock of gray goods iu 
this city is a great deal larger than is 
generally supposed. 
Some of the treas- 


urers say it will reach 1,000,000 pieces. 
Now that the indications point to better 
prices iu the cloth market a curtailment 
would have, It is-believed, a steadying 
effect on the market, besides giving a 
reduction of stock on hand. 


The talk of an advance had little or no 


effect on tbe market, which closed 
steady yesterday a* 3 cents.

the good order of the community, shall 
be deemed to be not the proper kind 
of persons to conduct a business of 
this character, and any person guilty 
of such offense shall suiter the re- 
vocation of his license and be debarred 
from again receiving a license to do 
business in this city."

A R15BC1KB TO YELLOWNESS 


The New York Times celebrated its 


50th anniversary yesterday by issuing 
a special number which included a fac- 
simile of its first issue. The anniver- 
sary really came on September 18, but 
the issue of the special number was de 
layed on account of the death of the 
president. 


It is a pleasure to record a sort of 


success in journalism 
which is by 


many considered rather out of place in 
the country's metropolis just now, the 
success of a clean, honest, reliable, ab- 
solutely trustworthy paper living con- 
sistently up to its motto, "all the news 
that's fit to print," and up to the pur- 
pose of its founders, in giving expres- 
sion to independent, forceful, but al- 
ways temperate editorials. In a city 
where success has often been reached 
by "yellowness" which characterizes 
the Journal and World and is not with 
out its influence on the Herald and 


Sun, 
the latter in its editorial and the 


former in Us news columns, the Times 
has steadily grown in influence, while 
even though 
meeting 
its 
"yellow" 


rivals on their own grounds as to price 
it has steadily refused to meet them 
on1 their 
own ground of dishonest 


spirit. 


In commenting on the Times of the 


present, it is also interesting to review 
the Times of the past, because its 
standards were to a great extent the 
standards of the other papers of that 
day. Its first number as shown in the 
fac-simile sent out yesterday was a 
four page paper 
of 
extremely fine 


print, practically devoid of headlines. 
The news of New York city was cov- 
ered in a little over a column, while 
Brooklyn got a quarter of a column of 
its own. 


And the character of the news was 


probably of as much interest today as 
a curiosity as it was then as news. For 
instance, its first local news item was 
the following, suggestive of many 
brands of newspaper work, but not 
that of New York city: 


"The weather was the theme upon 


which we hinged 
an 
item for our 


morning edition, but we have been 
forced to forego the infliction of it upon 
the public, by the proceedings of the 
Boston Jubilee, which our special cor- 
respondent has forwarded to us. Never 
mind, the President cannot always be 
lionising through the country, and as 
soon as he returns we shall endeavor 
to do this important subject full jus- 
tice." 


As an 
example of the keen news 


sense of that day, the following real 
"live" news story may be quoted: 


"The Hall bell rang an alarm at 9 


o'clock last evening for the Sixth dis- 
trict, but our item gatherer failed to 
discover the first spark of a fire. At 
2 o'clock there was an alarm in the 
Second district, but the fire was not 
visible." 


And the following quaint ending is 


for a three inch story of the poisoning 
of a woman in the city, with a quite 
mysterious setting: 


"As the case now stands, a strong 


suspicion rests upon the husband of 
deceased, and we trust our worthy 
coroner will cause a diligent search to 
be made for him or any other person 
who may be suspected of being in any 
way connected with the horrible af- 
fair." 


But not all of the news of the day 


was of so serious a £urn, and a light 
is thrown on the progress of dress 
reform in 50 years by the following 
brief note: 


"A bloomer costume made its ap- 


pearance in Sixth avenue day before 
yesterday. 
A crowd of 'conservatives' 


manifested their hostility to this pro- 
gressive movement by derision. 'New 
ideas' are compelled to wage fierce bat 
tie in this world before they obtain 
recognition and favor. Two bloomers 
appeared in Broadway and 
two in 


Washington square yesterday." 


But while the Times of 50 years ago 


seems odd today, the paper has made 


steady growth always along the line 


of the best of current standards, and

this morning. Most of the students 
returned to Williamstown earlier than 
usual and when roll was called there 
were few absentees. The 
freshmen 


seats in chapel were nol as crowded 
as in past years, as the class is smal- 
ler, but the class proposes to be a good 
one and to make up in quality what is 
lacking- in quantity. The exact size 
or the class will not be known before 
tomorrow, by which time the college 
roll wiU be complete. 


There will be an increase in the num 


ber of students studying first-year 
German this year and Dr. Goodrich, 
who will give an elective in history 
running 
through the year and also 


the sophomore optional the second half 
of the year, Wjii be assisted by L'ewis 
Reichle, who is of German descent and 
a master of the language. 
He was 


an instructor in Latin in the Univer- 
sity of 
Michigan before coming to 


Williams. Professor George M. Wahl, 
professor of the Gerrr*n language and 
literature, has been granted a leave 
of absence for a year, which he will 
spend, 
with Mrs. Wahl, in Europe, 


and his work during this absence will 
be done by Christian Ransmeier, who 
was employed last year as a teacher 
In 
German in Harvard university, 


while there pursuing graduate studies. 


Pr'ofesor Willis I. Milham, who has 


been studying abroad during the past 
two years, has resumed his duties in 
the college. He will give instruction 
to one division in elementary astron- 
omy and sufficient additional Instruc- 
tion in mathematics and physics to 
make his work cover at least 12 h'ours 
<a week. He has also been given full 
charge of the 
Field 
observatories, 


which were under the direction of the 
late Professor Truman H. Safford. He 
will make use of the fine instrument in 
the Field, ol servat'ory, which, 
owing 


to the ill health of Professor Safford 
last year was of no practical benefit 
to the college. With this end in view, 
the trustees made an appropriation of 
$600 at their May meeting-, 
part of 


which is for the purpose of securing a 
new clock for the new observatory and 
pprt for repairing the older obser- 
vatory and putting It in order.

"contest there is not likely to be trouble 
over 'the legality of the democratic cau 
cuses. A statement of the mistake in 
the call will be made on the opening of 
each caucus tonight, and then the legal 
number of delegates according to the 
state committee's apportionment will 
be chosen. The apportionment gives 
two delegates each to wards 1 end 5, 
and three each to all the others. This 
gives, with the delegate-at-large from 
the city, a.North Adams delegation in 
each convention of 20. In the repre- 
sentative convention Clarksburg will 
have two votes. 


When North Adams delegates are 


once admitted to a convention they be-

siastic Fire Fighter. 


WHL VISIT TEE UNITED STATES. 


Itect* Afcoot tbe 'Wife of 


Prince Wbldemar of Denmark and

The fire laddies of Chicago will have 


a jolly time next January when the 
fire laddie princess, wife of Prince 
Waldemar of Denmark, visits the Unit- 
ed States, says The Chronicle of that 
city. Princess Marie IB nothing if 
not a born fire fighter. A good sized 
blaze, with the laddies jumping round, 
she prefers to Sarah Bernhardt, Duse 
and CoQuelin combined. Clanging of 
bells, clatter of horses' hoofs and roar 
of rushing waters are sweeter music 
to her than Wagner's magic baton ever 
called forth from high priced throats 
and hosts of well assorted Instruments. 
In short, tbe fire laddie princess Is as 
enthusiastic about first and second and 
third alarms as the sprlgbtlieet of the 
boys. Mo wonder she decided to accom- 
pany her husband on his forthcoming 
visit to America, the country which 
has the reputation of possessing the 
finest fire departments, men, horses 
and machinei, *i all the wide world. 


The royal pan ^111 arrive on the 


Danish cruiser Valkyrlen, flagship of 
Commodore Prince Waldemar's squad- 
ron, the government of King Christian 
desiring to repay last year's visit of the 
United States training ship Hartford in 
the most conspicuous manner possible. 


A stray volume dealing with the prog- 


ress of fire fighting in America fell into 
Princess Marie's hands— the great ap- 
paratus for saving life and property, 
the perfectly drilled horses, the dare- 
devils of laddies engaged her attention. 
She studied the subject, traveled incog 
to Berlin, Paris and London to view 
those portions of American fire fighting 
machinery adopted by tbe European 
cities and returned an enthusiast on 
the snbject. 


And ever since sbe has borne the nick- 


name "fire laddie princess" among her 
royal brothers and sisters and cousins 
and aunts, wbile as a matter of fact 
she richly deserved the title for her de- 
votion to tbe interests of firemen and 
to the cause of fire fighting in her 
adopted country. 


Whenever a fire breaks out In Copen- 


hagen or neighborhood, day or night, 
the princess, provided sbe is in the city 
or on her nearby estate, is on hand en- 
couraging the men and suggesting feats 
of skill and daring to the officers. At 
any rate, ibe King's daughter-in-law is 
on deck whenever the long ladders fol- 
low the engine and hose. When the 
fire Is in tie country, she comes on 
horseback. In the city she uses a public 
conveyance. If mounted, she keeps her 
seat as long as the fire lasts, overseeing 
every detail from her elevated position 
and carrying orders from one end of 
the line to the other. Such messenger 
service she likes immensely, as it en- 
hances tbe illusion that she is lending 
a helping hand In the work of rescue. 


One fine day she donned a smart fire- 


man's uniform, high boots, pants, 
blouse, red sMrt and helmet, and drove 
to tbe court photographer to have her 
picture taken. Two hundred of tbese 
extraordinary pbotograpbs were struck 
off, framed and shipped to Copenhagen 
and other Danish fire companies before 
Prince Waldemar or anybody else at 
court got wind of the matter. When 
the thing got out, it was too late. Ev- 
erybody who "was anybody had seen 
tbe picture, and to withdraw them 
meant perpetuating the scandal. How- 
ever, they were bought back after 
awhile, a portrait of her royal highness 
in full court dress and in an elaborate 
gilt frame being substituted for the 
other.

Bernstorff, bis summer residence.

ton. He was in a measure her person- 
al bodyguard, though therfe was a se- 
cret service agent along. .He Jumped 
from tiie private car Oceanic upon its 
arrival in Washington as other boys 
descended from the public cars on tbe 
samv. train, and when on the platform 
he kept near his mother,-who, with 
tne secret service agent an,d Command- 
er W. C. Cowles, her brother-in-law,! 
was walking toward the Sixth street 
exit from the Pennsylvania depot.

boy to his father attracted tbe atten- 
tion of_ many persons.

There will 
be. a renewal of these acquaintances, 
perhaps, and in the afternoons, wben 
school is ended, the people of Wash- 
ington expect him to join in their play.

CONTESTS LEFT 


STILL UNDECIDED 


Republican Caucuses Held 


Last Evening and Lively 


Interest Shown 


HALL CARRIES THIS CITY 


ALL BUT FIRST WARD 


But Dean Claims Ptttsfield and the 


Nomination. Goodrich Almost a 


Unanimous Choice for Repre- 


sentative. Childs Claims 


Safe Victory Over Card 


Republican caucuses were held in 


every city and town of the state last 
evening. 
In this section they were 


well attended, with enough 
contests 


to make them interesting. In North 
Adams especially the attendance was 
large, and there was a lively interest 
in the outcome on both 
senatorial 


and representative questions. 


The results were not decisive, 
in 


that they leave several candidates 
in a position to claim a victory. In 
the senatorial contest this city went 
solidly for Hall -with the exception ol 
one ward. This gives Hall 14 and 
Dean two of the North Adams dele- 
gates. The ward that Dean carried, 
ward 1, was the only one in which 
there were Dean tickets, and here the 
vote was 92 to 70 in favor of Dean. 
The result was a decided surprise to 
the Hall men, and showed a senti- 
ment which 'overcame the harder work 
on the part of the HaH men. 


Through the senatorial district most 


of the delegates were uuinstructed, so 
that the result is far from certain, 
and will probably be in doubt till the 
convention. Pittsfleld's 
20 delegates 


are unpledged, but it is conceded that 
nearly all if not all 'of them will vote 
for Dean. 
It is practically certain 


that fhey will decline to be guided 
entirely by the standing of the north- 
ern Berkshire delegates, in view of 
the fact that neither of the candidates 
are from this city. Hall gets the four 
delegates from Williamstown, who are 
pledged to him, while Dean carried 
Adams 
and 
Cheshire and the Dai- 


ton Votes will probably go for Dean. 


As for the smaller towns both sides 


make claims. Mr. Dean said after the 
caucuses that the result seemed very 
favorable to him, and that while he 
was not prepared to give figures, he 
believed 
he would get the riomfna- 


tion. Mr. Hall also expressed himself 
in similar 
terms, 
saying that he 


thought the outcome favorable to him. 
The Hall men do not concede Pitts- 
field so solidly for Dean as will prob- 
ably be tfia caes. 
If they do Mr. 


Dean's success is practically assured. 


The number of delgates in the sen- 


atorial district is 61, making 31 nec- 
essary for a choice They are appor- 
tioned as fellows: 


Adams 6, Cheshire 1, Clarksburg 1, 


Dalton 4, Florida 1, Hancock 1, Hins- 
dale 2, Lanesboro 1, New Ashford 1, 
North Adams 16, Peru 1, Pittsfield 20, 
Savoy 1, Wi'liamstown 4, Windsor 1. 


The representative contest was nota- 


ble for one thing, this being the size 
of the support given C. 6'. Goodrich. 
He" is assured 'of the nomination, with 
nearly all of the 43 delegates in the 
district. The 
contest was between 


Card and C'nilds and the outcome is 
such that both men claim a victory. 
Goodrich delegates were 
elected in 


wards 5, 6 and 7. Card's were elected 
in wards 1 and 3, and Childs were 
elected in wards 2 and 4. The con- 
test will be decided by the second 
choices of these delegates. 


The Card men last night said that 


they believed they %vould win in the* 
convention, being more confident than 
was Mr. Card himself, although he 
expressed himself as believing that 
the result was in doubt. Mr. Childs 
and his friends claimed that they fiad 
won by a safe margin. The general 
opinion is that Mr. Childs will se- 
cure the nomination. 


Mr. 
Gleason had no tickets in this 


city, 
evidently realizing that a fight 


was useless. He can have the Clarks- 
burg delgates if he wants them, be- 
ing one of the delegates 
himself, as 


announced 
in the Transcript some 


days ago. he will run on n'omination 
paners. 


In this city, as throughout western 


Massachusetts, the attorney general 
contest was not so one sided as 
had 


been anticipated. Although there were 
no contests in the caucuses, it is be- 
lieved that Harris secured several del- 
egates, due to better campaign work 
on the part of the Harris than the 
Parker men. 


For district attorney John F. Noxen 


of Pittsfield will get the unanimous 
nomination.
